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Second Lesson: Hebrews 10:5-10 

Therefore, when Christ came into the world, he said: "Sacrifice and offering you did not 
desire, but a body you prepared for me; 6 with burnt offerings and sin offerings you were not 
pleased. 7 Then I said, 'Here I am- it is written about me in the scroll- 1 have come to do 
your will, 0 God. 8 First he said, "Sacrifices and offerings, burnt offerings and sin offerings 
you did not desire, nor were you pleased with them" (although the law required them to be 
made). 9 Then he said, "Here I am, I have come to do your will. " He sets aside the first to 
establish the second. 10 And by that will, we have been made holy through the sacrifice of 
the body of Jesus Christ once for all. 

Lighting of the Advent Candles 

M: We light four Advent candles remembering Jesus, the Son of God and Son of Mary. He 
came to share our humanity. 

C: We remember Jesus, whose name means Savior. He came to save his people from 

their sins. 

M: We hear his call to give him a place in our hearts. 

C: We light four Advent candles as a sign of our joy and hope. 

M: Come, Lord Jesus, be our guest. 

C: Through your Word and Spirit may our souls be blessed. 

Four Advent candles are lit. 

Gospel: Luke 1:39-55 

At that time Mary got ready and hurried to a town in the hill country of Judea, 40 where she 
entered Zechariah's home and greeted Elizabeth. 41 When Elizabeth heard Mary's greeting, 
the baby leaped in her womb, and Elizabeth was filled with the Holy Spirit. 42 In a loud voice 
she exclaimed: "Blessed are you among women, and blessed is the child you will bear! 43 But 
why am I so favored, that the mother of my Lord should come to me? 44 As soon as the 
sound of your greeting reached my ears, the baby in my womb leaped for joy. 45 Blessed is 
she who has believed that what the Lord has said to her will be accomplished!" 46 And Mary 
said: "My soul glorifies the Lord 47 and my spirit rejoices in God my Savior, 48 for he has been 
mindful of the humble state of his servant. From now on all generations will call me blessed, 
49 for the Mighty One has done great things for me- holy is his name. 50 His mercy extends to 
those who fear him, from generation to generation. 51 He has performed mighty deeds with 
his arm; he has scattered those who are proud in their inmost thoughts. 52 He has brought 
down rulers from their thrones but has lifted up the humble. 53 He has filled the hungry with 
good things but has sent the rich away empty. 54 He has helped his servant Israel, 
remembering to be merciful 55 to Abraham and his descendants forever, even as he said to 
our fathers. " 
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Confession of Faith: The Nicene Creed 

C: We believe in one God, the Father, the Almighty, maker of heaven and earth, of all 

that is, seen and unseen. 

We believe in one Lord, Jesus Christ, the only Son of God, eternally begotten of the 
Father, God from God, Light from Light, true God from true God, begotten, not 
made, of one being with the Father. Through him all things were made. For us and 
for our salvation, he came down from heaven, was incarnate of the Holy Spirit and 
the virgin Mary, and became fully human. For our sake he was crucified under 
Pontius Pilate. He suffered death and was buried. On the third day he rose again in 
accordance with the Scriptures. He ascended into heaven and is seated at the right 
hand of the Father. He will come again in glory to judge the living and the dead, and 
his kingdom will have no end. 

We believe in the Holy Spirit, the Lord, the giver of life, who proceeds from the 
Father and the Son, who in unity with the Father and the Son is worshiped and 
glorified, who has spoken through the prophets. We believe in one holy Christian 
and apostolic Church. We acknowledge one baptism for the forgiveness of sins. We 
look for the resurrection of the dead and the life of the world to come. Amen.
